"We have Irom 
time to time shown with great elab-. 
oratencsa that oar unocoapied lands 
are boandlcBS in extent and of the 
finest in quality ; that our climate is 
the moat delightful imaginable, partic- 
ularly when compared with old Eng-' 
land's, having all tho mild character.* 
iatiCB of a southern dime, alteruated 
with ^the breez/, bracing freshness of 
the north ; that of all places on earth 
this is decidedly tbe place to which 
EDglishmen sbonld emigrate, not ouly 
aa being adapted in the climate and 
natnre of the soil, bat as offering, at 
least 10 far as agrionltnie is concerned, 
• certain result to their advantaga. 
What, then, is tbe natnral oonolnsion : 
that by importing families, espeoially 
where the Ibeadq ateJikely to seek agx 
ricaltnre as an oeoapation, we shoiild 
beet be aobieTiug the object aoogbt 
by tbe Famale Immigration scheme. |We 
sboald bring oat the caitirators of dob 
soil, who would benefit themselves and at 
the same time enrich thecolonyj and' with 
them would come the young girls desired 
as female domestics, wh(X would engage 
themselves in that capacity till tboir 
parents had secured their homestead, or 
until some lucky yoangster had carried 
them off bound in the huppy chains of 
wedlock, and bo secure us more customers 
andjan Increasicg fixed population. We 
agree in a measure with a correspondent 
who thinks if we brought out female Bern 
Vants that we could not prevail upon 
them to stay ; the uttractions of San 
Francisco and higher wages would be too 
much for their coDsislcucy. While ad* 
mittiog such a possibility, we do not go 
the whole length with the writer, because 
we don't think girls fresh from, ^bo old 
country would be so easily "-boguilBd 
from their homes." We do not anticipate 
tbe miner's nontadic habits being re»pro-> 
daoed in our female domestics, but wo 
tbiak occasional temptation may produce 
such a result. To prevent this iu the 
safest manner, is to bring out entire, 
fomilies, so that tho ties of relationaliip 
will bold thorn to tho country whora they 
will make their bomos. Tho amoaut 
granted for Iho scheme in roktion to 
females only, is cot large ; bat a small 
addition to tbe sum would do much to 
accomplish the luoro cKtiencled' and the 
wiser plan. '-Tbe yoang, giris that would 
come to Us by this msans, would not be 
exposed to a temptation to go elsewhere 
to lecare a higher lato of wages. They 
would never loava tbe proper surveillancp 
of their natilD&li guardians. This is a 
very important corsideration for tbe h'eads 
of families here, and one we think that 
should weigh heavily with them.; for 
though we do not for a moment riuestion 
the propriety of the yonng girle who may 
come to us under the conditions of' tbe 
"present scheme, still there exists 
•the possibility of a freedom of thought 
not esteemed tho best where children are 
likelp to corao undor its influence. By 
adopting the suggestion in relation to 
families, wo secure a better class of popu- 
lation, a class that h likely to form itself 
with the Colony— the kind ot pcopi 
whose absence have brought all our mia- 
tortnoes abonty Many of the people who 
have come tofitbis Color>y for tho roost 
par^ are j^ot those , who t^,iuk, pf, remain 
ingj they cpme here with a nWw to the 
reallBing^qf ao much money that jtbey 
n^ijr, 9aw^ ' elsewhere tQ flBfejija '^^W?
